THE PASTOR. 





REV, PETER CARLSON, 
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WENTY-FIVE years is an important period of time in the 
early history of achurch. It is generally the fashioning 
period. As an organism the church is subject to develop- 

ment, andevery development is subject to influences that either 
retard or further it. 

In looking over the past as a church, we see a varied history. 
There are sacrifices and struggles which no one fully appreciates 
to-day except afew of the members yet with us from the early 
times. As we have come to such a significant ‘“mile-stone” in 
our history as a church, as the twenty-fifth aniversary, we look 
back upon the past, upon the sacrifices and struggles of early 
members, thanking God for willing hearts to sacrifice, for willing 
hands to labor. It has seemed dark many times, but with the 
tenacity of the sons and daughter from “Ultima Thule” they 
have hoped on and taken courage. 

The First Ev. Luth. Church of Astoria was organized on the 
23rd of March, 1880. Rey. Peter Carlson presided at the meet- 
ing. Those present at the meeting and who became charter 
members were the following:

Of these Charter Members, some are with us yet; others have 
joined the church above, the church triumphant in glory. Those 
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who still remain as active members are Mr. and Mrs. G. Holmes, 
Mr. and Mrs. August Olson, Mr. Andrew Young and Mrs. John 
L. Hayseth. 

The first chureh officers elected were T. Brude, G. Holmes, and 
Andrew Young, Deacons: and John L. Hayseth, A. G. Sture, 
and August Olson, Trustees. 

It was decided at the very first meeting to build a church. 
The illustration shows this church as it appeared in its day. It 
was located on Frank- 
lin Ave. between 33rd 
and 34th Streets and 
served for many years 
its purpose. 

We are not celebrat- 
ing this anniversary 
on the day of the orga- 
nization of the Church, 
but about this time 
twenty-five years ago 
the old church was 
opened for service for 
the first time. 

You early members, 
who are celebrating to- 
day, and as your me- THE OLD CHURCH. 
mory goes back to the 
beginning, you both see and feel the difference in the two 
houses of worship. The present church building is one of the 
best of its kind in the city. The present building was erected 
twelve years ago during the year 1893. 

It was ready for occupation on the 15th of October the same 
year The cost of the building, including the lot, was about 
$4,000.00. On this property there was a debt of $1,300.00. In 
the year 1896 the present parsonage of the church was built 
and through liberal subscriptions all paid for. The debt 
acquired in 1898 for building the new church was eradually 
diminishing and in 1900, on Thanksgiving Day, the morteage 
was burnt in public and the church was free from debt. -With 
the exception of some minor improvements to the church pro- 
perty, not much has been done since the building of the parso- 
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nage. This spring, however, the church has excavated for a 
basement under the whole church, erected a cement foundation, 
calcimined and varnished the auditorium of the church, and 
put in a hot air plant to an aggregate cost of about $2,000.00. 

The young people have also taken much pride in the appear- 
ance of their church and put in a magnificent pipe organ. 





PASTORS. 


Rey. Peter Carlson, now chaplain at the Ammanuel Deaconess 
Institute at Omaha, Neb., is the founder of the local church 
here. He labored as missionary in the Northwest for several 
years, and organized several of our churches on the coast. He 
looks upon this field with interest and follows the development 
of our chureh with fatherly love. And as we gather to-day to 
celebrate the beginning of our work as a church which was actu- 
ated by his zeal for the cause of Christ and the salvation of 
souls, though now absent from us he is yet with us in spirit, 
and his prayers are in our behalf. We wish him on this day of 
jubilee a serene and peaceful evening after the hard labors of 
life’s day. 

Rev. J. J. Hoikka was our first pastor stationed in Astoria. 
He served jointly the Finnish and our Church for a period of 
two years. During his time, the Ladies’ Aid Society was organ- 
ized. The organ we now use inour basement was also acquired 
at this time. In his pastoral report, he says, ‘‘We must look 
upon this organ as a sien of progress in the work of the past 
year (188+4)”’. 

After he left the church entered upon a long period of vaean- 
cy. For eight years the church was without a regular pastor. 
At this time the loyalty of the little flock was tested and tried. 
Rev. John W. Skans of Portland made occasional Visits during 
this time. Whenever he came, he came with encouragement in 
some form. When the work seemed in vain and the future of 
the chureh dark and despairing, he came with a sun ray of 
hope. 
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Among others who visited the church occasionally were the 
Revs. L. O. Lindh, Jonas Vender, A. Jackson. C. J. sSeckman, 
and G. A. Anderson and Student G. O. Schobere. 

In the summer of 1894 the Rev. J. A. Edlund arrived and be- 
came the pastor of the church, 

He served the Church with success for five vears until in Feb- 





ruary 1900. When he came, the work revived. The Sunday 
school was organized, the first class of young people was con- 
firmed, a class of four. These first class young people are yet 
with us, and are Allan, Victoria and Sophia Anderson and Ger- 
da Anderson. 

Rev. Edlund re-organized and put new life into the work in 
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all its branches. 
young people interested for the church of their fathers. 

The membership of the church increased steadily each year. 
Each year a large class of young people were confirmed. Many 
of these have remained true to their confirmation vows, to their 
God and their Church, and are with us to-day. Many have de-

serted the ranks. Where are they to-day? This is one of the 
most sad questions to answer in a pastor's life. 

In the summer 1900 the present pastor, then a student from 
Rock Island, Ill., took up the work here, and remained until 
September the following year. During this time the young peo- 
ple were organized into a society, which presented the church 
with a bell and put in electric light fixtures in the church. A 
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class of twenty young people were confirmed. The*remaining: 
debt was also removed. The memory the pastor has of this 
time spent with the church at Astoria is very pleasant withal. 
The kindness and good-will of the people brought him back 
again in three years as the pastor of the Church. 
In the fall of 1901 Rev. Oscar Ostrom came and remained as

the pastor of the Church until New Year 1904. Beside the 
ehurch work in Astoria he labored much in the mission field and 
visited many of the towns and settlements in the neighboring 
country. He confirmed two classes of young people. 

On the 10th of July, 1904, the present pastor preached his 
first sermon as the pastor of the Church. Little over a year has 
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passed since then. But it belongs to others coming after to tell 
of and judge his work. 
The pastors, whose work has been briefly sketched, are stillin

HE Ladies’ Aid Society was organized in 1884. It meets 
regularly the last Wednesday afternoon of each month at 
the homes of the members. Its object, as expressed in the 

name, is to aid the Church in carrying on its work. 

During the twenty-one years the society has existed it has 
done justice to its name. It has been one of the financial pillars 
in the history of the church and in the development of its work. 
This was true in the early period especially, when the members 
were few, and the struggle for existence was most severe. To- 
day the society contributes in the neighborhood of a hundred 
dollars annually towards the pastor’s salary. It contributes 
largely towards the improvement of the church property. Only 
last year this society spent over $100.00 in putting the parso- 
nage in order for the arrival of the new pastor and about 
$150.00 for street improvements. It would be impossible to 
mention all the improvements and the different work of this 
society during all these years. May it continue in its noble 
work for Christ and his Church, and the blessings of God shall 
be upon it and upon each individual member.

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THE SUNDAY SGHOGI« 


HE Sunday School work is carried on in the English lan- 
guage exclusively. About fifty pupils are enrolled. This 
is only about half of what it ought to be. The reason for 

this comparatively small Sunday School is partly on account of 
our members being scattered, and partly on account of a lack 
of interest in our own Church and its work on the part of many. 
If we could rally all children, whose parents are either members 
or who affiliate themselves with our work, we would have the 
largest Sunday School in this city. 

The Sunday School association which was organized last year 
as a force of Sunday School workers has for its object a larger 
and better Sunday School. It meets once a month for the pur- 
pose of studying the lessons and practical helps in carrying on 
the work of instruction.

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THESDORGAS SOCIETY: 


HE Dorcas Society was organized in the fall of 1900. It was 
originally organized as a Young Ladies’ Sewing Society 
with the purpose of meeting one evening a month for a 

social time. But there was no young people’s society in the 
Church. Such a society had never been a success and the young 
people were partly strangers to one another. The young men 
of the Church were therefore invited to become associate mem- 
bers of the Dorcas, and it was organized to hold one social 
meeting and one literary each month. It thus developed intoa 
very unique society. Later it became a custom with this society 
to meet the last Friday evening of each month for a social 
gathering and to carry out a literary and musical program 
whenever so decided by the society. Thus it has grown into a 
very large and prosperous society and numbers to-day over six- 
ty members. 

During the five years of its existence it has been very active 
in working for the church. The society takes a special pride in 
beautifying the Church. As soon as it was organized it decided 
to purchase a bell for the Church. This bell was dedicated on 
Thanksgiving Day 1900. Its inscription is the old “Gloria in 
excelsis,” “Donated by the Dorcas Society and friends ’ 

The following summer the society decided to wire the church 
for electricity and put in electric light and fixtures. 

This year the society has done wonders in placing in our 
Churcha magnificent pipe organ. It was the first one of its kind 
in the city of Astoria. We feel proud not only of our organ, but 
also of our young people. May they continue faithful to their 
Church. Soon the responsibility of the church work will be 
placed upon their shoulders, then may they be found as faithful 
as the old people who are passing away.
